Time: 1 hour 40 minutes 


FOR THE CAKES: Nonstick cooking spray or vegetable oil 60 grams ( 1/2 cup) cake flour 30 grams ( 1/4 cup) all-purpose flour 1 teaspoon baking powder 1/4 teaspoon salt 2 tablespoons milk 4 
tablespoons unsalted butter 1/2 teaspoon vanilla extract 5 large eggs at room temperature, separated 12 tablespoons sugar 1/4 teaspoon cream of tartar FOR THE FILLING: 6 tablespoons 
unsalted butter, at room temperature 165 grams (1 1/2 cups) confectioners’ sugar 3/4 cup Marshmallow Fluff 2 tablespoons heavy cream. 1. For the cakes: Heat the oven to 350 degrees and 
adjust the oven rack to the lower-middle position. 


2. To make single-use Twinkie molds, cut 12 pieces of aluminum foil 12 inches wide by 14 inches long. Fold each piece of foil in half lengthwise, then fold it in half again to create a rectangle that's 
about 6 inches long and 7 inches wide. Repeat to make a dozen rectangles. 


3. Place one sheet of folded foil on a work surface with a standard-size spice jar on its side in the center of the foil. Bring the long sides of the foil up around the jar, folding the sides and ends as 
necessary to make a tight trough-shape from which the jar can be removed. Repeat to make 12 foil molds. Spray generously with nonstick spray or coat with vegetable oil. Place the molds ona 
baking sheet. 


4. Ina mixing bowl, whisk together the cake flour, all-purpose flour, baking powder and salt. In a small saucepan over low heat, heat the milk and butter until the butter melts. Remove from the 





heat and add the vanilla. Cover to keep warm. 





5. Using a standing mixer, beat the egg whites on high speed until foamy. Gradually add 6 tablespoons of the sugar and the cream of tartar and continue to beat until the whites reach soft peaks. 


6. Transfer the beaten egg whites to a large bowl and add the egg yolks to the standing mixer bowl (there's no need to clean the bowl). Beat the egg yolks with the remaining 6 tablespoons sugar 
on medium-high speed until the mixture is very thick and a pale lemon color, about 5 minutes. Add the beaten egg whites to the yolks, but do not mix. 18 of 40 
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7. Sprinkle the flour mixture over the egg whites and then mix everything on low speed for just 10 seconds. Remove the bowl from the mixer, make a well in one side of the batter, and pour the 
melted butter mixture into the bowl. Fold gently with a large rubber spatula until the batter shows no trace of flour and the whites and yolks are evenly mixed, about 8 strokes. 


Gestingredidiefps the atinuadtVichteshdinapatéd molds, filling each with about

3/4 inch of batter. Bake until the cake tops are light brown and feel firm and spring back when touched, 13 to 15 minutes. Transfer the pan containing the molds to a wire rack and allow the cakes 


to cool in the molds. 


9. For the filling: Using a mixer, beat together the butter, confectioners’ sugar and Marshmallow Fluff. Add the cream and beat just until smooth. 





10. Just before filling the cakes, remove them from the foil. Using the end of a chopstick, poke three holes in the bottom of each cake. Wiggle the tip of the chopstick to make room for the filling. 
Transfer the frosting to a pastry bag fitted with a 1/4-inch round tip. Pipe frosting into the holes in each cake, taking care not to overfill, until it gently expands. Unlike real Twinkies, these won't 
last indefinitely. They're best served still slightly warm. 


Yield: 12 homemade Twinkies.

Letter From Michfest 2012: “Man On The Land!” 
August 15, 2012 


t was reported to GenderTrender that women yelled loudly “Maaaaan On The Laaaaand!” at male Transbians at Michigan Women’s Music Festival everywhere they went this year. Also received 
his missive: 


“Michfest and the women born women intention policy: we were very well organized in showing visible support for the intention of fest. Those of us supporting the intention wore red throughout 
he festival. | attended a discussion about trans inclusion, which turned out to be mostly a bunch of trans allies and a MTT (Alice). They were all complaining about the “sea of red” which had been 
displayed at the opening ceremony and how “unsafe” it made them feel and how guilty they all felt for not being as organized with their t-shirts as we were with ours. | expressed that last year 
several women had been made to feel unsafe by males yalking about their penis in workshops with survivors. | was told there was a difference between feeling unsafe and uncomfortable and 
hat penises do not really make women feel unsafe only uncomfortable. 





pointed out how crazy they were for believing that a t-shirt was more dangerous than a penis. Alice admitted that he had talked about his penis inappropriately but then dismissed his actions, 
saying that he is always hearing from women who “claim to be triggered” on the rape crisis line that he volunteers on, but that apparently all these women are just being neurotic and 
exaggerating (words to that effect). It is unfortunate that one of the women he traumatized last year was unable to come back this year because she does not consider the space to be safe after 
what happened last year. 





Alice [Kalafarski] was the man who severely traumatized a survivor of sexual violence [and then publicly mocked her in a now edited but still incredibly despicable blog post- GM] by talking about 
his penis in a workshop last year about female masturbation and sexual violence post male sexual violence. The survivor had never been to Michfest before and she was a young woman in her 
early twenties. She was not at fest this year, and may never come again after this experience with Alice. Yet Alice was there. How fucked up is that? 


We walked past him on one of the feminist parades and X and a few others yelled out “Man On The Land” which | later got “told off” about, even though | didn’t say anything lol. Over all a very 
successful year for us, and | had a woman tell me she had concluded we were right after listening to us, even though she had gone to the workshops on this issue sympathetic to trans inclusion. | 
do worry about the presence of that Alice at fest and also him on that help line. |am concerned he gets off on women’s sexual trauma. We need to keep up the pressure to keep the policy and to 
find a way to deal with perpetrators on the land.

Witherspoon has supposedly been “transitioning since 2006" and living full time as a woman since 2006, yet still has his driver's licence in the name of Paul Witherspoon. As seen by the Texas 
Public Sex Offender Registry photographs (the last photo from a news story), Witherspoon’s claim of living as a woman full time is an outright lie — he has barely been cross-dressing with any 
regularity for less than two years.

A DART experience from years past -- “ableism" on the duttle (DART shuttle) and tension at the DART Port-a-Janes. 
Being differently abled at fest is indeed a challenge. | refuse to look at my limitations as being disabled....! see them as a challenge as to how to continue my journey...differently abled. 
That said....1 had many varied experiences as differently abled this fest. 


#1. When standing waiting for exits and scooter unloading in Dart downtown, | asked my waiting "sisters" if they could let me know when the duttle was loading... needed to sit while waiting. 
Their response seemed affirmative. | went and sat, waited patiently ....and no one let me know the duttle was loading. They were not responsible for me.... and they had their own concerns to look 
after. It was my choice to let it roll off my back. 


When | went to check again it was very loaded, and on entering, | was asked if | needed to sit...| responded that | did and several wimmin stood to offer a seat. My different abilities require that | 
have feet flat on the floor in a duttle....hip at no more than a 90 degree angle. 





The first seat offered was over the wheel well where my feet could not be flat...and my artifical hip would require a bend greater than it is able to do without risk of displacing it from the joint. | 
looked back at what appeared to be the next offered seat...and took that one and said thank-you to the wimmin who had offered seats. 





The womyn who had gotten up from the one | took got very angry...my only conclusion could be she was not offering it to me as her body language communicated. I'm not sure what was going 
on. She just would not talk to me about it. | offered to sit in the seat she moved to, | apologized twice...then and as | got off the duttle.... It was not my intent to upset her or to be rude to her. | just 
misunderstood her body language and thought she was offering the seat. It was a very quiet duttle ride for all of us... and there was nothing | could do to make it right. 


#2. | did a security workshift at Acoustic stage.... | too was placed to deter non-dart wimmin from using the Dart portajane as well as the worker performer port-a-janes. One deaf womyn got by 
me and used the worker/performer portajanes. One mother with a very small child used the Dart port-a-janes. Others in less obvious need received the information about those viable portajanes 
and walked around the hill to the bank of port-a janes available to them. 





As ascooter womyn with a limited amount of available steps in any given day, | fully understand the need for that Dart only port-a-jane close to the stage. Yet, in my heart, someone in an 
“emergency situation’, deaf, or with small child may have just as much a need to use that port-a-jane as me. As stage security, | will do my duty and make sure they know it's intent and the 
reasons for it's limited use after their crisis has passed... | trust that those that use it by mistake will do the right thing the next time, and those that had need, used it appropriately. Everyone can 
become differently abled during short periods during fest... It's a very differently environment for ever so many. 





#3. When | offered to do an extra workshift because those that had signed up did not appear, | became invisable to the worker in charge of the workshifters. I'm not sure why. It was not a nice 
feeling. 


I still did the 3rd workshift that | had originally signed up for.... we need to show up for our workshifts... We need to be honest about them. If we can only do 2 hour stints instead of 4, we need to 
do those in love and those that are coordinating shifts, need to understand... while we are differently abled now, it does not mean we are unable....and we too need to make useful contributions to

#4. Due to the limited number of steps | can take, and the need to go off land occasionally during fest, the Dart parking space that is essential to me and is as close as possible to the shuttle drop 
off and pick up area. Walkers to not work so well in the open meadow field of parking. When on Thursday afternoon | had to leave my parking space in the clearly labelled DART parking area, | 
could see that a number of workshifters were missing from posts usually staffed. | should not have been so surprised when | returned that someone had parked in my “space for the week" ...but 
it utterly shattered me. For fest, | drive a big Yukon XL truck so that | can transport the mobility scooter to and from fest and my gear. 


It's not easy to manuveur in the somewhat tight parking areas to begin with but when exhausted and having few steps left in me for the day...parking further from the shuttles was not an 
option...It was looking like | perhaps needed to head on home for the night (a 3 hour drive). Parking workers were wonderful. They listened patiently, even though the concept of having so few 
steps left in a body for the day was clearly foreign to their personal life experience. They granted temporary parking behind orientation, so that | could use those precious steps, catch a duttle and 
enjoy much of both acoustic and night stage. It was clearly a meltdown on my part.... but my sisters were extremely loving dealing with it. | sooooo00 appreciated it. 











had come to trust that the space | had for parking was mine for a week and once | got a workable initial spot, it wasn't something | had to worry about or repeatly explain. My trust had been 
betrayed, probably by someone who didn't know better and just was arriving and saw a close spot. It hurt that the little vehicle taking my big vehicle space didn't have any DART plastic ribbon tied 
o it's rearview mirror. It hurt to think anyone on land would knowingly park in DART parking if they were not DART themselves. 





So....these were but a few of the potentially very negative experiences | had on land as a DART womyn. Life is full of positive and negative. It was a huge struggle for me to accept that | could no 
longer do what | was once able to do on land, to need more help, to ask for help and be able to count on getting the help needed....and their is a much deeper vulnerablibility having different needs 
hat so many can't begin to comprehend. 





am rich, rich, rich....l am lucky indeed...l have far more positives to focus on from this years fest than these few potentially negatives in my fest experience. 15 years ago a young one attending 
her first fest and her friends were in line behind me on the road ... they camped by methat year although | was hardly ever at home.....and this year she brought me a very special surprise....and 
‘old me | was her first fest friend..... isn't that a most precious, precious priceless experience....How many of us remember and honor our first fest friend???

Actually MTFs have been shown to commit violent and sexual crimes at the same rate as other males. Here's just a few of these harmless ‘transwomen': 
MTF serial rapist Richard ‘Sherri’ Masbruch identified his way into women's prison in California, where he sexually assaulted the female inmates, in 2013. 


MTF serial killer Douglas ‘Donna’ Perry is now being tried for the murder of three prostitutes and when convicted will likely get to live among his target population in a women's prison because he 
claims to feel psychologically female. 


MTF serial rapist Christopher ‘Jessica’ Hambrook, described by a judge as Canada's worst sexual predator, used gender-identity laws to force his way into a women's shelter in Toronto last year, 
where he sexually assaulted a homeless deaf woman. 


MTF serial child rapist Paul ‘Paula’ Witherspoon was caught staking out a women's public toilet in Texas in 2012. 











MTF serial killer Paul ‘Paula’ Denyer, who raped and murdered two women and a girl in Melbourne in the 1990s, is trying to force the state to pay for his hormones and surgery and transfer him 
to a women's prison. 


And then you've got your ordinary, everyday trans male ‘lesbian’ rapists, like Twitter engineer Dana McCallum.

While we're waiting for more reports from the 2014 pilgrimage to The Land, let's look back to the Great Celiac Discussion of 2011, which may have resulted in additional rules and regulations for 
this year. 


If you need to eliminate gluten 100%, then you will run into some difficulties in the festival kitchen, due to issues of cross-contamination. For example, peanut butter is gluten-free, but the 100 womyn in line before you 


used that same spatula to spread peanut butter on wheat bread, which means the jar of PB is now contaminated. Similarly, although the cooking pots and serving bins are washed between uses, you cannot guarantee that 
a smidge of pasta didn't get stuck in the corner of the pot that is being used today to steam broccoli. 


My sister has Celiac disease & has gone to fest the last 2-3 years. Since she must be entirely gluten free to avoid getting immediately sick, she found she was not able to eat any food cooked or prepared in the kitchen. She 
tried varying degrees of avoidance, such as only eating salads, or just "plain" foods, etc., but still became ill. Not fun while camping! She was able to get an unopened bag of rice cakes, whole fruit, and a kind kitchen worker 
let her scoop from an unopened bucket a week's worth of peanut butter, but otherwise she/we had to bring all her own food.

MIGethESan 20106 HEE Pee ERMADHthe Michigan Womyn's Music Festival ("Michfest") via the Equality Michigan call for a boycott launched July 28, 2014. We have a few demands of our own.

1. Get Your Facts Straight 
As the 39th Festival closes and we turn our hearts and minds to our landmark 40th anniversary, we reiterate that Michfest recognizes trans womyn as womyn - and they are our sisters. We do 
not fear their presence among us, a false claim repeatedly made. What we resist — and what we will never stop fighting — is the continued erasure and disrespect for the specific experience of 
being born and living as female in a patriarchal, misogynist world. 


Over 20 years ago, we asked Nancy Burkholder, a trans womon, to leave the Land. That was wrong, and for that, we are sorry. We, alongside the rest of the LGBTQ community, have learned and 
changed a great deal over our 39-year history. We speak to you now in 2014 after two decades of evolution; an evolution grown from our willingness to stay in hard conversations, just as we do 
every year around issues of race, ability, class and gender. Since that single incident, Festival organizers have never asked a trans womon to leave the Festival. We have a radical commitment to 
creating a space where for one week a year, no one's gender is questioned - it's one of the most unique and valued aspects of the Festival. The Michfest community has always been populated by 
womyn who bear the burden of unwanted gender scrutiny every day. 





The truth is, trans womyn and trans men attend the Festival, blog about their experiences, and work on crew. Again, it is not the inclusion of trans womyn at Festival that we resist; it is the 
erasure of the specificity of female experience in the discussion of about the space itself that stifles progress in this conversation. As long as those who boycott and threaten Michfest do not 
acknowledge the reasons why the space was created in the first place, and has remained vital for four decades, the conversation remains deadlocked. 





2. Acknowledge the Validity of Autonomous, Female-Defined Space 


Michfest is widely known as a predominantly lesbian community. This does not mean that heterosexual womyn, bisexual womyn, or those who do not share this identity are not present or 
welcome. But for a week, we collectively experience a lesbian-centered world; we experience what it feels like to be in a community defined by lesbian culture. 


There are trans womyn and trans men who attend and work at the Festival who participate in the Michfest community in this same spirit — as supporters of, rather than detractors from, our 
female-focused culture. The presence of trans womyn at Michfest has been misrepresented as a kind of “Don’t Ask, Don't Tell.’ But the real issue is about the focus of the event, a focus on the 
experience of those born female, who've lived their lives subjected to oppression based on the sole fact of their being female. 











In an August 4, 2014 article titled “What Is a Woman: The Dispute Between Radical Feminism and Transgenderism,’ The New Yorker magazine documents the extremism of the current push for 
language that erases the female experience. The board of the New York Abortion Access Fund, for example, “voted unanimously to stop using the word ‘women’ when talking about people who 


get pregnant. A Change.org petition directed at NARAL and Planned Parenthood “specifically criticizes the hash tag #StandWithTexasWomen. . .and the phrase ‘Trust Women: 





We see this same pressure for erasure of a specifically female reality when “Pussy Manifesto,’ the female empowerment song written by the performers Bitch and Animal, now embraced as an 
unofficial Michfest anthem, is disparaged by some as transphobic — as was the event “A Night of A Thousand Vaginas” — solely for the use of the words vagina and pussy.

If it is considered transphobic to talk about our pussies, our vaginas, or to even use the word female as specific to sex, our movement is dangerously close to using the same tactics as the far 
right, womyn hating, Michigan Republican leadership, who revoked the speaking privileges of two female legislators for saying the word vagina out loud on the Michigan State House floor. What 
has our movement come to when the mere articulation of your own experience in your own female body is denounced as an injury to another? It’s time to examine the core issue here, which is 
our right to create an autonomous space focused on a female-defined experience. 


3. Acknowledge That Michfest Creates Spaces That Do Not Exist Elsewhere 


This year, thousands of womyn and girls from 3 weeks to 92 years old attended our 39th Festival. This included over 75 deaf womyn who came to rejuvenate and be in community. Nearly 200 
womyn with disabilities came into the woods to thrive. At one of the workshops held this year, young womyn stated that until they came to Festival, they had never seen an old gender-non- 
conforming female in person; they did not know that those womyn existed. We built this space to let these womyn be seen and celebrated. We built this space around the fierce solidarity of 
female experience that has always been and continues to be deconstructed into invisibility; where that unique experience is relegated to a place of dishonor. Whenever females honor ourselves, 
wherever we take up space, and sit collectively in the source of our collective power, we are burned and stoned, both literally and metaphorically. 





4. Turn Your Energy Towards the Real Enemies of Female and LGBTQ Liberation 


While the abuse and disenfranchisement of womyn and girls escalates around the world and LGBTQ people experience life-threatening harms, LGBTQ organizations have turned inwards ona 
curious target — a weeklong music festival that does not ban or exclude anyone, that simply seeks to devote its focus to an experience that is denigrated in the larger world: the experience of 
being born and living as female. 





Equality Michigan and the organizations endorsing its petition including HRC, the Task Force, NCLR and the National Black Justice Coalition, are targeting Michfest with McCarthy-era blacklist 
tactics. Specifically, they have called for attendees and artists to boycott the event, and — astonishingly — have threatened the livelihood of artists and vendors by branding those who participate 
in the Festival as “having committed anti-transgender discrimination.” 


These organizations are targeting artists who perform at Michfest while remaining completely silent when queer-identified artists play at venues that generate profits for racist, transphobic, and 
homophobic corporate entities and individuals, whose interests are dangerous to the global LGBTQ movement and all basic human rights. 


We call on the constituents, donors, and dues-paying members of the LGBTQ institutions targeting Michfest to hold them accountable for this misuse and misdirection of organizational 
resources, and to withdraw their time and dollars from these organizations until the targeting of Michfest ends. Sisters - we urge you to redirect your money to organizations that speak to your 
lives and speak for you. 


5. Join the Conversation, Not the Digital Sound Bite War 


Our community is strong enough to hold disagreement and to engage deeply with each other, face-to-face, through difficulty. The Michfest community welcomes conversation; we do not stifle it. 
We have and will continue to remain in community with those trans womyn for whom Michfest has been home; trans womypn like those organizing the New Narratives Conference who do not 
require females to disappear ourselves or our unique experiences to prove our political and social solidarity.

We turn to our LGBTQ community and say: we hear your truths; we ask you to acknowledge that you hear ours. Listen to the voices of the tens of thousands of women who call Michfest home. 
Join the conversation in person in your home communities, not exclusively through social media platforms or online petitions. We invite our sisters to participate in this conversation in person on 
the Land. Make room in your heart to hold difference of opinion and disagreement — this is the challenging path to honoring true diversity. We turn to our LGBTQ community and ask you to unite 


with us in the belief that we can work together as a movement and stand together in solidarity. We ask you to work with us, not against us.

Actually MTFs have been shown to commit violent and sexual crimes at the same rate as other males. Here's just a few of these harmless ‘transwomen': 
MTF serial rapist Richard ‘Sherri’ Masbruch identified his way into women's prison in California, where he sexually assaulted the female inmates, in 2013. 


MTF serial killer Douglas ‘Donna’ Perry is now being tried for the murder of three prostitutes and when convicted will likely get to live among his target population in a women's prison because he 
claims to feel psychologically female. 


MTF serial rapist Christopher ‘Jessica’ Hambrook, described by a judge as Canada's worst sexual predator, used gender-identity laws to force his way into a women's shelter in Toronto last year, 
where he sexually assaulted a homeless deaf woman. 


MTF serial child rapist Paul ‘Paula’ Witherspoon was caught staking out a women's public toilet in Texas in 2012. 











MTF serial killer Paul ‘Paula’ Denyer, who raped and murdered two women and a girl in Melbourne in the 1990s, is trying to force the state to pay for his hormones and surgery and transfer him 
to a women's prison. 


And then you've got your ordinary, everyday trans male ‘lesbian’ rapists, like Twitter engineer Dana McCallum. 


Far from being rare, MTF rapists, murderers and predators are well documented, and not only do lesbians have nothing on them in terms of violent/sexually-motivated crime, I'd hazard a guess
